(c) eaves, rakes, balconies 
and other overhanging struc- 
tures may project into the dis- 
tance between buildings in the 
“same manner as provided for 
front, side and rear yards. 
The provisions of Sec. 9110.39- 
i-D-3 shall apply. 

(d) Where a patio is com- 
pletely enclosed on all sides by 
one individual dwelling unit, 
and where no other dwelling 
unit has visual or direct physi- 
cal access to said patio, same 
shall be considered as an out-

I should first say that I was 
publicly opposed to the recent 
Civic Center Bond Issue. While 
I do not question the need or 
necessity of the facilities pro- 
posed I did feel that there were 
two basic flaws in the proposal. 

1, I believe that the total cost 
of the project was excessive and 
a glaring example of this was the 
Library at a cost of 
$1,100,000.00 on a total of 
25,000 square feet. This broken 
down to a per square foot cost 
amounted to $44.00 Incompari- 
son the Ontario Library was 
completed five years ago at a 
per square foot cost of only 
$22.00 and costs have not risen 
that much in five years. 

2. I believe that the use of 
prime Euclid Avenue commer- 
cial property for public use is 
economically unsound because 
it removes from the tax rolls 
property of potentially high 
value and consequently high tax 
income. The loss of this tax 
income then makes the project 
even costlier. It wouldalsore- 
move the additional employment 
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opportunities resulting from 
commercial development. 

As to specifically what should 
be dome regarding the Civic 
Center proposal, I believe that 
an immediate re-study should 
be made with the thought in 
mind of reducing the over all 
project cost and the exclusion 
f usage of high commercial 
property. 

An over all reduction of cost 


uld be accomplished by: 
- Review of the building 
plans so as to obtain a lesser 


structural cost, 

2. Re-evaluation of the loca- 
tion; it is possible that the site 
presently wned by the City 

suid have a high commercial 
value and a sale of this pro- 
perty might possibly provide 
the necessary funds for the 
acquisition of land for the en- 
tire project in a less expen- 
sive location, yet a central and 
onvenient location. One which 
should also provide a safe traf- 
fic situation, particularly with 
regard to children and elderly 
patrons of the Library. 

3. Build a less expensive 
central Fire Station at this time 
and use the savings to build 
several strategically located 
sub-stations for greater fire 
protection, which could also 
reduce fire insurance costs.

For some time she was on 
the staff of the public library 
in Ontario, moving from there 
to the Children’s library in 
Corona, the Chaffey College 
library, and finally the Upland 
High School library. ‘41 love 
my job,’’ she says. “1 would- 
n’t want to do anything else.” 

Mrs. Naftel is more than 
just a librarian. She is a hel- 
per to the 2000 students who 
have access to the library ma- 
terials. Under her direction 
6 students each period receive 
training in library science. 
They act as library assistants. 
Help is provided by these stu- 
dents for the assistants of the 
library staff - Mrs. Alma War- 
ford, Mrs. Bessy Aycock, and 
Mrs. Kitty Thompson. 

Each year many new books 
are catalogued and placed on 
the shelves by the library staff, 
Usually somewhere between 700 
and 1000 new books are re- 
ceived, 

Most of the books are of a 
kind which will prove benefici- 
al to the students in their stu- 
dies, rather than those which 
are usually thought of as popu- 
lar books for personal reading. 

‘*There is no one type of book 
which is chosen more by the 
students than another. A gener- 
al assortment is probably the 
first requisite of a library at 
the high school level,’’ the li- 
brarian comments. 

One of the biggest problems 
which is encountered by the 
high school library is the des- 
truction or loss of the books 
which are checked out by the 
students. Each year more than 
100 books are either lost or are 
mutilated in some way. This 
represents a large loss, for it 
takes about $5.50 to replace 
the average book. 

Large glass cases just inside 
the front door of the library en- 
trance are a part of the respon- 
sibility of Mrs, Naftel, too. 

These cases are filled with 
interesting and informative dis- 
plays which are viewed by host 
of students entering the build- 
ing proper. 

‘It is a good way to interest 
them in something which might 
be new to them and which could 
possibly help them in their aca- 
demic endeavors,’? said Mrs. 
Naftel. ‘'These cases take a 
lot of planning and effort to 
make them attractive and 
worthwhile, but it is one of the 
most enjoyable of the tasks in- 
volved in running the library. It 
is amazing how many interest- 
ing things can be displayed 
there which might otherwise 
just be passed by in the hustle 
and bustle of the daily activi- 
ties of the high schooi.’’ 

The library, open every 
weekday from 7:30 - 4:151is one 
spot on the campus which is 
devoted to work. The quiet and 
the thoughtful atmosphere of the 
library are conducive to good 
study habits. Here is a place 
in which the students may take 
good advantage of the time which 
they spend before and after and 
during classes. Materials for 
independent study are always 
available, and the library staff 
is willing and eager to lend a 
helping hand to any student who 
is having difficulty.

Riots, Safety And Transit 
Programs On Assembly Agenda 


Sen. Eugene Nisbet 

The 1966 regular budget ses- 
sion has now been recessed until 
early March to permit the 
Senate Finance and the Assem- 
bly Ways and Means committees 
to review the mammoth $4.6 
billion budget for 1966-67 in 
detail. In the meantime, we are 
continuing with the special ses- 
sion which the Governor con- 
vened on Valentine’s Day. 

The proclamation calling the 
special session included 22 top- 
ics, Leaders of both parties are 
openly predicting, however, that 
many more will be added to 
the list before the session 
closes. Despite the pressures 
imposed on all our members 
by the June primary election, 
most observers feel that the 
special session will be lengthy. 
The Assembly Majority Leader 
has publicly predicted that the 
budget bill will not be passed 
within the time limit set for the 
budget session by the Constitu- 
tion, which will mean thatit will 
be automatically added to the 
special agenda. 

THE 22 ITEMS cover a wide 
range of legislative matters. 
Several relate to problems 
created by the Watts riots of 
last summer. One topic calls 
for enactment of legislation to 
provide for the employment of 
additional teachers to reduce 
school class size toa maximum 
of 25 pupils in areas of acute 
poverty. Another would provide 
for consolidation of state and 
local community-level ser- 
vices into centralized service 
centers in proverty areas. A 
third would impose criminal 
penalties for the possession or 
use of incendiary devices, such 
as molotov cocktails, and for 
interference with policemen or 
firemen when they are acting in 
line of duty. 

Another matter on our agenda 
would deal with court action 
arising either from Watts-type 
riots or Berkeley demonstra- 
tions, It calls for enabling legis- 
lation to permit courts to ope 
erate efficiently when they are 
called upon to deal with mass 
arrests. 

In another legislative area, 
one call item proposes that two 
state bond issues be approved 
to go on the ballot in 1966 
elections. The first would pro- 
vide $280 million for construce- 
tion of new higher education 
buildings. The second would 
authorize the issue of anaddit- 
ional $260 million for school 
construction loans to local dis- 
tricts, 

Metropolitan transit financ- 
ing is the subject of another 
agenda item. Both the Southern 
California and the Bay Area 
rapid transit districts are hav- 
ing difficulties in financing 
their construction programs, 
and legislative assistance is 
needed. 


HIGHWAY SAFETY is an- 
other urgent matter demanding 
the attention of both our houses. 
To enable better policing and 
control of drunk driving, it is 
proposed that the law be changed 
to require ‘‘implied consent’’ 
to the giving of drunk driving 
tests as a condition for the 
issuance or reissuance of a 
driver’s license. Highway beau- 
tification through tighter con- 
trol of billboards and auto junk- 
yards is the subject of another 
item on our list. 

From this brief review of just 
a few of the proposals we must 
consider in the special session, 
the magnitude of our tasks 
should be evident. Leaders of 


both parties in both houses have 
publicly recognized that the 
session will be really tough. 
All of us will have to work 
hard and long to work out ac- 
ceptable legislation. And hang- 
ing constantly over our heads 
will be the ominous difficulties 
involved in working out the bud- 
get and taxes needed to pay for 
it.

ties Cultural Center effort ts 
cultural and educational in na- 
ture, not political, Our explo- 
ration of a Joint Powers Agree- 
ment will be beneficial, I am 
sure, but it was one of three 
stipulations made by the Upland 
City Council on December 22nd.

Unfortunately there 1s no ate 
tribution for the remark so I 
cannot tell you who made the 
statement. 

As far as the appointment of 
the Committee ts concerned, I 
can only report on the action 
taken by the Board of Supervi- 
sors, What was not madeclear 
is that Mr. Covington and Dr. 
Smith are to investigate the 
proposal for the County. 

It was obvious that officlals 
of the towns involved as wellas 
representatives of the Museum 
Association would be involved 
on the committee, but since this 
is not a matter of concern for 
the County Governing Body it 
was not discussed and there- 
fore not reported, 

There is, unfortunately, a 
built in weakness in hearings 
like this, because it was per- 
fectly obvious that Supervisor’s 
Mikesell and Young were 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
proposal before it ever came 
before the Board, 

In sum, the presentation was 
in fact, a matter of just making 
the proposal public, I would 
apologetically and humbly take 
the rap if the apparent errors 
in my story, were the result of 
poor reporting. 

I’m afraid, however, that the 
deficiencies were in the pre- 
sentation and neither you nor 
I can take any responsibility 
for that.

Planners Recommend 20-Foot 
Mountain Avenue Setback Line 


After a drawn-out discussion 
which involved motions, res- 
cinded actions, amendments and 
parliamentary discussion, the 
Upland City Planning Commis~- 
Sion, Friday night voted 6-1 
to settle on a 20-foot setback 
for Mountain Avenue. 

Late in 1965, the Commission 
and City Council had accepted 
on a 20-foot setback from the 
San Bernardino Freeway north 
to Foothill Blvd, and a 40-foot 
setback from Foothill Blvd. 
north, But the vote was 3-2 
and the council referred the 
issue back to the planners for 
further study. 

Appearing in protest of the 
40-foot setback line was John 
Leahry representing the Chry-

sler Corporation who also pro- 
tested the 40-foot line on Nov- 
ember 24 and at the December 
City Council meeting. Anappeal 
by Chrysler on Dec, 24 to the 
setback line was turned down 
by a 3-2 vote of the council. 

LEAHRY SAID that no one 
spoke favorably for the 40-foot 
setback last year, and contended 
that it was hastily drawn and 
adopted. 


Michael Alex, owner of a 
liquor store at Mountain and 
Foothill, said that a 40-foot 
setback was too much, and that 
the taxpayer should be con- 
sidered, Alex said that although 
it didn’t concern him directly 
that he was expressing his opin-

ion on the matter. 

A PORTION OF THE discus- 
sion centered around the land- 
scaping provision of the recom - 
.mendation, and a rider was 
attached that the city’s adminis- 
trative staff had the right to 
recommend and approve land- 
scape plans in a general overall 
guide plan. 

The Chrysler representative 
objected to this provision in 
stating that ‘‘right to tell us 
what we should or shouldn’t 
plant” should be our privilege.

Forecast By A-L Schoolman 


California’s public schools 
and junior colleges will face a 
shortage of 90,000 teachers in 
the next decade. 

Floyd Stork, Alta Loma 
School District superintendent, 
Friday (Feb. 18) told more than 
100 members and guests of Alta 
Loma Junior High School PTA 
that more than 215,000 teachers 
will be needed in California dur- 
ing the next decade. Of these, 
the state’s elementary schools 
will absorb 130,000 teachers, 
while the high schools will need 
85,000. In addition, 5-6,000 
teachers will be needed in Cali- 
fornia’s junior colleges. 

YET, CALIFORNIA’S cole 
leges and universities will 
graduate only 150,000 teachers, 
with only about 130,000 of these 
entering the field of education, 
Stork said. 

‘If you are a young man and 
want to be sure of a job, ask to 
teach in elementary schools. If 
you are a young woman and want 
to be sure of a job, ask toteach 
in a junior high school,”* Stork 
said, 

MAJOR AREAS of shortages 
will include public school libra- 
rians; all phases of special edu- 
cation, including, mentally re- 
tarded, trainable mentally re- 
tarded, physically handicapped, 
speech correction, blind and 
partially seeing, deaf and par- 
tially hearing, asphasic child- 
ren, cerebral palsied, ortho- 
pedically handicapped; home 
amd hospital teaching; prisons 
and other correctional institu- 
tions; pre-school; US, embas- 
sies; the Armed Forces school 
system, Peace Corps; and, col- 
leges and universities. 

*‘Persons not interested in 
full-time teaching should con- 
sider getting a teaching cre- 


dential and look toward sub- 
stitute teaching, tutoring and 


part-time teaching,’’ Stork 
said,

Planners Back 
Council Effort 
To Purchase Park 


The Upland Planning Com- 
mission gave its moral support 
to the City Council at the Feb.
